Officers Doing Thorough Work 
with Express Robbers.

thea Western Associated Press.}| The Pink- 
erton party did not leave toxlay for St. 
Louis as it was given out that they would 
do, but all remained here and in addition 
thereto a detective arrived from St. Louis 
today bringing Osear Cook. Witrock, ac- 
companied by his mother and Cook, were 
taken to the Adams F xpress office where 
a consultation was held. As a_ result 
of their «day's work, the detectives 
have secured probably about £10,000, A lot 
of bank notes were found concealed in beer 
bottles under the house of John Cox in the 
east bottoms, where Cook boarded and 
Witrock stayed while here. Another por- 
tion was found under the house opposite 
that of Cook’s father and Jack Cook, 


Oscar's brother, gave up #81000 that 
he had. The detectives think that 


a dozen acquaintances of Cook and Witrock 
received sums of money, some knowing, 
and others being ignorant of the source of 
wealth. It is said that over a dozen Pinker- 
ton men are here working up the matter, 
and there are rumors of some further arrests 
to be made. 

An interview with Robert Pinkerton was 
secured last night. He stated that all the 
accomplices in the express robbery had been 
captured. Five men are under arrest, and 
also Mrs. Haight. Being asked if Frothing- 
ham was guilty, he replied: ‘I am _ not 
prepared to say, prepared evidence 
for the grand jury and he was vindi- 
cated.

CATTLE DISEASES. 


An Appeal to Congress for Protective 

Legislation. 

CHicaGeo, Dee. 29.—{[By the Western 
Associated Press.| ‘The executive commit- 
tee of the Cattle Growers’ Association of the 
United States framed a communication to- 
day, to be forwarded to the Senate and 
House of Representatives. The communi- 
cation calls attention toa letter by J..A. 
Cooper, of Colorado, in which he pronoun- 
ces against the commission feature of the 


bill introduced in Congress for the 
suppression of diseases among the 
cattle of? the United States. The 


cominunication says that in the great 
emergency now upon the cattle industry it 
is imperatively necssary that some person 
or persons be vested with extraordinary 
ywers, It goes on to say that the present 
ureau and departments are already over- 
whelmed with work to such an extent that 
it would be impossible for any of them to 
do as rapid. er effective work as 
could be done by «a commission of 
energetic and practical business men whose 
sole efforts would be devoted to one task, 
The committee believe that a commission 
vested with the necessary powers could 
clear this country of pleuro-pneumonia in 
twelve or eighteen months. The commu- 
nication further says that the loss inflicted 
on the cattle industry during the last two 
years by reason of embarrassing inter-tSate 
and foreign quarantines amounts’ to 
a national calamity, and those quarantines 
constitute the greatest existing obstruction 
to inter-State and foreign ecommerce. The 
communication says that the experience of 
other countries has proved that the only 
successful way to deal with pleuro- 
pneumonia is not only demanded as 
sanitary measure for the protection 
of our people, but also as a measure of 
political economy. The communication 
ends with the statement that the cattle in- 
dustry represents an investment of #2,000,- 
000.000 of taxable property, and asks for 
protection to be extended to it.

on Thursday until 11 o’clock a.in. of Friday 
the publie will be admitted to the rotunda, 
Gen. Sheridan will take charge of 
Gen. Logan’s funeral procession on 
Friday, has selected Albert 
Ordway as chief of staff. Speaker 
Carlisle has appointed the following-named

Upon the left breast are 
badges of the Fifteenth Army Corps with 
the legend “Forty Rounds,” of the Grand 
Army and Loyal Legion, and upon the 
lapel are the buttons of the Grand Army 
and Loyal Legion. The remains will be 
accompanied to the Capitol tomorrow by 
Maj. Tucker, Gen. Logan’s son-in-law, 
George Logan, his nephew, and W. 
B. Taylor, his secretary, who will remain 
there until the funeral. This is to be done 
in deference to Mrs. Logan’s wish that 
some member of the family should remain 
near the dead until burial. 

THE FUND FOR MRS. LOGAN. 

Responses to the invitations sent out by 
telegraph, by Capt. George k. Lemon, ask- 
ing subscriptions to the fund for the benefit 
of Mrs. Logan, are coming in rapid! 
at 10 o’clock tonight, the total amounted to 
$26,000. Nothing has been heard 
from the conunittee in Chicago 
engaged in soliciting funds, and similar 
committees are engaged in other cities 
who have not repo the results. Mrs. 
Logan’s property is incumbered for nearly 
its full value, and the purpose is to raise a 
sufficient fund to clear it of incumbrance 
and leave her sufficient to enable her to live 
in the manner to which she has been ac 
customed,

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DREADED DYNAMITE. 


UGLY FEATURES OF THE SAN 
FRANCISCO STRIKE. . 


No /General Tie-up of the Street-car 
‘Roads Yet Decided Upon—In- 
‘creased Pay Promised to the 
-Newly-employed Carmen. 


By Telegraph to The Time-. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—|By the West- 
jern Associated Press.) A meeting of the 
‘striking street-car men was held in a dark 
room at a late hour last night, and was con- 
tinued up to 3 o’clock this morning. Noth- 
ing of the proceedings can be learned, but it 
is generally believed that the object was to 
bring about a general tie-up on all roads in 
the city. The men express a strong deter- 
mination not to resume work until their 
claims are granted. There have been re- 
ports for several days that a tie-up of the 
Market-street cable cars would take place 
today. The cars, however, are - still 
running, and there seems to have 
been no foundation for the report. 
Owing to the discovery of dynamite bombs 
yesterday on the Geary-street road by the 

lice, additional precautions have been 

ken on both lines upon which strikes are 
now pending. ‘The lines are guarded night 
and day, and during the 24 hours ending 
this morning there wasa policeman on every 
block along the entire length of the Geary- 
street and Sutter-street lines. 
THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

SAN FrRANctsco, Dec. 29.—The situation 
of the carmen’s strike today remains appar- 
ently unchanged. ‘The latest feature, of 
introd ucing dynamite, has been the subject 
of much comment. Detectives are endeay- 
oring by all means in their power to ascer- 
tain the miscreant who put the dynamite 
where it was found. Several arrests are an- 
ticipated shortly. Thorough search was 
made on both roads today for traces of any 
more dynamite or explosives of any kind, 
but none were found. 

MORE DYNAMITE FOUND. 

It was learned that on Monday last, early 
in the morning, soon after the performances 
of the masked men on the two roads, Police 
Officer T. R. Flynn picked up on Octavia 
street, 50 feet south of Sutter street, a 
cartridge or “stick” of dynamite similar to 
those found yesterday. It was lying in the 
gutter. ‘There was no fuse attached to it: 
only in one end a cap had been half inserted 
and tied in place with black thread. 
From the manner the cap and 
eartridge were fixed, it is supposed 
that the contrivance was intended to be 
laid on the rails, and exploded by a car 

sing over it. The policeman was look- 
ing for weapons that the masked strikers 
might have chanced to drop when he came 
upon the deadly affair. It is now stated 


that the new carmen have been given to un-* 


derstand that on the first of the year their 
wages will be increased to $2.50 per day, 
and they will only be required to work 12 
hours. 


STATE FINANCES. 


Interesting Figures from the Con- 
troller’s Biennial Report. 

San Francisco, Dec. 29.—The biennial 
report of the State Controller has been pub- 
lished giving some facts of interest relating 
to the finances of the State. It shows that 
on June 30, 1886, there was $1,106,987.50 on 
hand in the State Treasury with warrants 
amounting to $309,491.22 outstanding and 
credits aggregating $850,560.47. The re- 
ceipts during the two fiscal years were 
$1,363,335.59 for the thirty-sixthfiscal year of 
the State and $36,476.230.40 for the thity- 
seventh. Of the receipts for the latter year, 
$4,222,198 came from property tax, an in- 
crease of nearly #1,000,000 over the year 
before. The State poll tax was in each year 
about $300,000. The rent of docks. and 
wharves brought in $247,256 last year and 
$257,281 the year before. The total expendi- 
tures were $787,612.96. The amount of 
bonds on deposit in the Treasury at the end 
of the thirty-seventh fiscal year was #1,365,- 

. The amount of money due from rail- 
roads to the State as taxes since 1880 aggre- 
gatés $2,347 ,618.59. 


FOREIGN BUDGHT. 


Russia Determined on War--Austria 
Advised to Submit. 
VIENNA, Dec. 29.—{[By Cable.| The 
press is becoming convinced that Russia is 
determined upon war. Reports of increase 
in the Russian armament are continually 
coming to hand from various sources. The 
latest intelligence of this kind isto the effect 
that 300,000 Russian troops have been ordered 
to Massinkoff, and that the occupants of 
10,000 houses have received oflicial notifica- 
tion that the soldiers will soon be billeted in 
them. Neue Freie Presse plainly hints that 
the best thing Austria can do is to submit to 
Russian wishes in order to avoid a conflict. 
PREPARING FOR A WAR LOAN. 
Lonpon, Dec. 29.—The Daily News, in 
an article this morning, advocates the post- 
ponement of redemptions of consols for five 
years, in order to, pave the way for the 
eventuality of a war loan. 


Not Sold After All. 
SAN Francisco, Dec. 29.-—-It was semi- 
officially announced a short time ago that 
the terms of sale of the South Pacific. Coast 
Railroad to the Southern Pacific Company 
had been agreed upon, and that the transfer 
would be made early in the coming year. 
Senator J. G. Fair today denied this. He 
said: *‘ The road has not been sold nor bar- 
ined for. My price was asked by the 
uthern Pacific Company and I named it, 
but they have not offered me. my price and 
there has been no sale.” 


Financial Troubles. 
SACRAMENTO, Dec, 29.—Lyon & Curtis, 
commission merchants of Sacrainento, made 
an assignment tu-day to H. P. Martin. 
Their liabilities are about 845.000, with as- 
sets not to exceed $15,000. 
New York, Dec. 20.—Charles H. Ray- 
mond, dealer in supplies at 121 Chambers 
street, and at 105 Reade street, made an as- 
signment today for the benefit of his credi- 
tors. Raymond dealt in hardware supplies 
for twenty-five years, having for his heaviest 
eustomers the United States government. 
‘The amount of his liabilities is unknown, 
t they are estimated to be $500,000. 


A Steamer Sunk. 


ALBANY (Or.), Dec. 29.—The Oregon Pa- 
cific Railroad Company’s new steamer Bent- 
ley, while attempting to rescue a scow 
which was in danger, being adrift, swung 


against the south pier of the railroad bridge,

ORANGES. 


Lower Rates for Eastern Shipments— 

New York Well Supplied. 
SAN Francisco, Dec. 20.—The traffic 
agreement which has heretofore existed 
between the California Southern and the 
Southern Pacific Companies regarding the 
maintenance of rates on shipments of 
oranges and raisins East, is reported to be 
off. It is believed this will effect lower 
rates on these kinds of fruit, and prove of 
great advantage to orange growers and 
raisin makers. 

FLORIDA GRANGES IN NEW YORK. 
New York, Dec. 29.—The orange market 
in this city is gutted, and prices are lower 
than they have been for years. One of the 
largest fruit dealers says: ‘The chief cause 
of the glut is that Florida growers, fearing 
another freeze such as they had last winter, 
are picking the fruit off the trees as fast as 
they can, and rushing it to market. 
The big freeze last winter did not 
do the damage it was thought it 
would do in the way of oy jen. trees. Few 
of them are permanently injured. Only old 
and infirm or young and sappy trees suf- 
fered. The crop this year in Florida is esti- 
mated at 750, boxes. Receipts of foreign 
fruit are large, but much of this is sent 
west. Florida oranges are having the pref- 
erence here. ‘The California crop is put at 
500,000 boxes this year, but freight rates are 
so high that not much of that will be mar- 
keted in the East. The Louisiana crop was 
a total failure this year.”

But, behold! -the 
next day, when the details are about to 
be arranged with factotum jones, that 
functionary says, ** You hayen’t secured 
the Opera House yet, Mr. Mayer; we 
shall have to charge you $5900 a night. 
Or, if you like it any better, we will 
take 15 per cent. of the gross proceeds 
and call it square.” 

Factotum jones did not say that he 
and his respected principal were on the 
make, but Manager Mayer implied as 
much. 

Having recently suffered from a 
somewhat annoying bit of sharp prac- 
tice down in the City of Mexico, Man- 
ager Mayer was not in a mood to suffer 
and be strong. Indeed, factotum 
jones’s jughandle proposition stirred up 
all the latent Hibernian corpuscles in 
his blood—and he kicked. He not only 
kicked, but he walked. lle went. Ile 
departed. 

And so the great Patti is to sing in 
Armory Hall, instead of at the Grand 
Opera House, and the public of Los 
Angeles will be the beneficiaries by a 


' gratifying reduction in the price of ad- 


mission. 

Well, there have been worse misfor- 
‘tunes than this. Patti can stand it; 
Manager Mayer can stand it; the pub- 
lic can stand it, and probably proprie- 
tor Childs and factotum jones can 
stand it. It will be a stand-off all the 
way round, 

Monopolies have, before this, allowed 
their vaulting ambition to o’erleap 
itself and fall on the other side. What 
is tc be, will be. We are none of us 
free from mistakes in calculation. 
When,in our most sanguine moments. 
we reach out to catch the glittering 
atom of a good thing—whiz! it is gone! 
it was but a firefly! 

Considering the matter seriously, how- 
ever, the question arises: Is it not time 
for Los Angeles to be provided with 
another first-class place of amusement? 
Call it opera house, academy of music. 
or what not, but let it be roomy, ele 
gant, convenient of ingress and exit: 
let its acoustic properties be tie best. 
and jet it be conducted on fair and 
square business principles. A c.iy of 
the size, thrift and educated tastes of 
Los Angeles, with a present population 
of 50,000, and good prospects for doun!e 
that number in five years will justify two 
opera houses. The problem would not

Despite the croakers, 
the dryness of the season thus far 
has done no appreciable damage in 
any direction; and if the pres- 
ent rain fulfills its promise as a 
‘“‘stayer,”’ the various crops will do 
themselyes proud.

THE OPERA HOUSE NOT RICH 
ENOUGH FOR HER BLOOD, 


So She Will Sing in Mott Hall, Which 
will Accommodate so Many More 
People that the Prices have been 
Reduced—A Sensation. 


Tne Trmes was first to announce, some 
weeks ago, the probability that Madame 
Adelina Patti might sing in this city one 
night, on her way from Mexico to San Fran- 
cisco. It published at the time a letter from 
Acting Manager Mareus R. Mayer, fore- 
shadowing this, and making certain in- 
quiries. Yesterday it chronicled the arrival 
of Mr. Mayer and his private secretary, who 
are here to make the necessary arrange 
ments for the diva’s visit, and announced 
that she would sing here January 17th, or 
some other night that week. The advertise- 
ment, in another column of Times, sets 
forth that she would sing in the Grand 
Opera House. 

Last night the aspect of affairs was mate- 
rially altered, not as to the great singer's 
coming—for come she will if the subserip- 
tions justify her—but as to the place of her 
appearance. And thereby hangs a sensa- 
tional tale. 

On Tuesday, Manager Mayer and Walter 
S. Maxwell state that they called upon 
O. W. Childs, the owner of the Grand Opera 
House, to make arrangements to rent the 
house for one night. After stating his busi- 
ness, Mr. Mayer asked what the terms wonld 

for one night. Mr. Childs replied that 
the price was $100 and the gas would be 810 
or $12 more. This was in the presence of 
Manager Mayer, Mr. Maxwell and the 
cadayverous person known as Fac- 
totum Jones, who is in charge of Mr. 
Childs’s business. well-known gentle- 
man who was waiting in the next room also 
heard it. As to the arrangement of details, 
Mr. Childs referred Mr. Mayer to Joués-ey. 
It was supposed to be all settled a; to date 
and rent, and the callers went away. 

As Mr. Mayer planned to proceed to San 
Francisco today, he called yesterday fore- 
noon on the juvenile Jones, at the latter's 
office, on North Main street, to settle a few 
little details.

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Mayer and Mr. Maxwell again called upon 
Mr. Childs, and made a_ vigorous protest 
against such treatment. Mr. Childs denied 
having offered the Opera House for #100, 
and declined to allow Patti to sing there one 
night for less than $500. Both gentlemen in- 
sisted that the $100 proffer had been made. 
Mr. Childs said that if they went into the 
papers it would be his word against theirs: 
and pes came away warm. 

It will be observed by those who take a 
look at Mr. Mayer that his face is not par- 
ticularly plastic. He has an under jaw 
which is well hung at the sides and square- 
toed in front. No observant person would 
ever try to bluff him out of the game. Some 
managers would have gone off at once, 
damning the town—but not so Mr. Mayer. 
He quietly went around with Mr. Maxwell, 
inspected Mott Hall, found that it was fully 
as desirable for hés purposes as the Opera 
House, and engaged it forthwith. So it 
comes to pass that the greatest living singer 
will be heard in Los Angeles, but notin the 
opera house. 

This will have some decided advantages. 
The seating capacity of the hall is so much 
larger than the Opera House, that Manager 
Mayer has made a large reduction in prices. 
Instead of #10, $, & and #—the figures 
which were necesary in the Opera House— 
the prices will be $7.50, 86, and #4, a 
difference which there is no trouble in 
appreciating. The company will bring its 
own superior scenery, and the public will be 
generally benefited by the change, 

In connection with the #500 rental now 
demanded for the Opera House for ene 
night, it may be mentioned that the Grand 
Opera House at San Francisco, with a seat- 
ing gad of 2500, has been engaged for 
Patti for a whole week for $500. She paid 
$250 for one night's rent of the vast and 
elegant Academy of Music, New York city. 
It is understood that the usual rent of the 
Los Angeles Grand Opera House is $300 per 
week; and sometime#as high as #400 

The sale of seats will begin at Bartlett's 
music store, First street, at 9:50 a.m. to- 
morrow, and-will be in charge of FE. F. Gil- 
lette, Mr. Mayer's secretary. Receipts will be 
given for every subscription; and when the 
subscriptions reach the necessary figure— 
#5000—the subscribers will take their choice 
of seats. In case the subscriptions do not 
reach that figure the money will all be re- 
turned.

usiness, who have kept themselves well 
informed. 

The talk that has been made about the | 
Northern oCitrus Belt has drawn a good 
many Eastern tourists up that way 
to look at the land. Very few of them have 
decided to remain there, however. Even 
grauting that Northern California can do 
all that it claims in the way of citrus-fruit 
production, the Fastern visitors say the 
country does n. t appear so friendly up there. 
Less has been done to attract settlers of 
taste. There are few or no settlements 
where aman can enjoy the rus im urbe— 
the happy combination of country and 


city life—which forms such an® at- 
tractive feature of places like Pas- 
adena, Pomona, Ontario Riverside 


and a score of other Southern California set- 
tlements. The visitors say that, if they go 
into the country in Northern California, they 
have to isolate themselves more or less from 
society, especially in winter, when the 
roads are rendered more or less impassable 
by rain. Southern California has evidently 
nothing to fear just at present.in the way 
of competition on the part of her northern 
neighbors. There are two things, however, 
which it will be well for Los Angeles to 
guard against. These are the impressions 
whichis being spread abroad, that it is im- 
possible for visitors to secure accommoda- 
tions in Los Angeles, and that no lands 
suitable for citrus culture can be secured in 
Southern California for less than #500 an 
acre—an untruth which the northern papers 
are industriously disseminating.: 


A PROTEST 


Against the Proposed Blockading of 
Spring Street. 

At Monday’s session of Council a petition 
was received from B. J. Reeve, the architect 
for the huge Phillip’s block, asking permis- 
sion to deposit building material on Spring 
street, just north of Franklin. As Spring 
street at that point is already so narrow as 
barely to let through the rush of travel: and 
as the public experience with such obstruc- 
tions on a principal street has not been of 
the sort to create an appetite for more, a 
vigorous protest is being extensively signed 
and will be presented at the next meeting of 
Council. The protest is* based'on the fol- 
lowing grounds: 

1. That such encroachment will seriously 
injure the business of the merchants in the 
neighborhood, and would make the stgeet 
almost impassable for vehicles and highly 
dangerous for pedestrians. 

2. That such encroachment is unnecessary, 
there being ample room in the rear of the 
lot, which is 200 feet deep, while the pro- 
pease building is only 120 feet deep, thus 
eaving a clear space 80 feet deep by 120 feet 
in length, which, with. New High street, is 
amply sufficient,

ANOTHER MEETING OF 
TOPCLOBAMPOETS. 


THE 


Interesting Letters from the Colony— 
Settlers at Work—Welcomed by 
the Natives—-Low Wages Paid the 
Mexican Laborers, 


A meeting of ladies and gentlemen inter- 
ested in the Topolobampo eolnization scheme 
was held yesterday evening in the Baker 
block, Mr. Ralph E. Hoyt in the chair. 

It was mentioned here that there is more 
interest taken in this movement than most 
outsiders suspect. ‘That interest is not con- 
fined to any one portion of the United 
States, but reaches from Oregon to Florida, 
and from Maine to California. Thousands 
of people are making preparations to close 
up their affairs and leave for what they con- 
sider the promised land, while yet further 
thousands are waiting to see what the first set- 
tiers think of the undertaking. The colonists 
claim that this movement is to mark a new 
and important step in the world’s civiliza- 
tion; that it is destined to settle the vexed 
problems of capital and labor, and the land 
question ; and, fn short, to furnish a solution 
of those difficult social problems which are 
now puzzling philanthropists and philoso- 
phers. Such being the case, no excuse is 
needed for the somewhat extended space 
which Tur Ties has devoted to the sub- 


ject. . 

Mr. Hoyt stated that since the last 
meeting he had received a brief let- 
ter from Mr. Paul A. Smith, who 
went down to investigate the project for 
parties in Humboldtcounty, Cal. Mr. Smith 
wrote that at Guaymas he found a sleop 
ready to sail for Aguabampo, about 100 miles 
from Tompo, which would be the only 
chance, probably, for several months. At 
Acemenas he took a Mexican and two 
horses. Found Tompo a “heavenly cli- 
mate.”’ Not so hot or 80 col as Los Angeles. 
No snakes or mosquitoes. There were about 
200 colonists there and 50 more coming. 
Several other interesting letters had been 
received, of which the following were read: 
From Herbert Cragg, advising colonists to 
bring boots and beans, also a revolver and 
gun—the latter for shooting game. The 
weather was warm in the middle of the day. 
They had had some rain. 

A telegram had been received in 
York from Mr. Owen dated 
mas, jth, and our 
steam for Topolobampo today. Exy - 
fornians next week. Stop others until di- 
rect orders.” It was supposed that Mr. 
Owen had found transportation and living 
facilities at present in too embryotic a con- 
dition to permit of a large number going 
down just at present. 

Miss Anna L. Norris wrote from Guay- 
mas, under date December 6th. They were 
waiting for a steamer. Had been treated 
very well by the Mexicans. The Mexican 
papers had come out on the previous week 
with the startling announcement that 4000 
Americans were on their way to Topole- 
bampo, with $200,000 cash with them. The 
colonists took quite readily to their Mexican 
citizenship, and already talked of ‘you 
Americans” as foreigners. 

Miss Anna Pressy writes from “Camp 
No. 5, Topolobampo, November 29th,” that 
work on the road is progressing at the rate 
of two-thirds of a mile a day, at which rate 
the bay should be reached about January Ist. 
The weather was perfect. 

George A. Garrett writes from San Fran- 
ciseo, under date of December 9th, an- 
nouncing that the second Pacific coast con- 
tingent was to leave next morning on the 
Newbern, for the promised land. The party 
was 40 strong. Special arrangements had 
been made with the International Hotel, of 
San Francisco, which would lodge Topolo- 
bampoets at reduced rates, while they were 
waiting to take passage. 

A correspondent announced that any 
colonist desiring to go from points where 
there isan agent of the Atchison road could 
procure reduced rates by aoe or a re- 
ceipt from the treasurer of Credit Foncier 
Company showing payment for stock. 

Another correspondent suggests that the 
new settlement should be called Topolo- 
bampo, as being a “more lic uid, easily-

Owen Albright writes from Leesburg, Fla., 
under date November 20th, suggesting that

You know there was a survey 
made three years ago, but this 6 a different 
one—a perfectly straight line to the bay. 

“There are nine Mexicans in the party as 
axmen and water-carriers, not one of them 
speaking a word of English. The nights 
here are quite cool and my two blankets are 
hardly enough to keep me warm, yet all 
these Mexicans are dressed in pants and 
blouse made of coarse sheeting. Their 
shoes are a piece of cowhide strapped upon

the bottoms of their feet. en they 
come in their work they 
build a big fire and one of 


them will play on a one-string fiddle made 
frem the stalk of the sugar-cane, while one 
or two others will give us a kind of an In- 
dian war,dance; then they will all join in 
and sing some of their songs until about 9 
o’clock, when they all lie down around the 
fire and go to sleep till the fire out and 
they are nearly frozen, then will get up and 
build another tire. - The regular sal paid 
these men around here is $1 per week and 
about 27 pounds of cornmeal. The Mexican 
dollar is worth about 70 cents United States 
money. Mr. Owen pays these Mexicans 50 
cents per day and s them, and you 
never saw a more satisfied set of people in 
‘our life than they were last night when 
hey were paid off. ‘They will come -back 
tonight or tomorrow morning without a 
cent. ‘They are most incorrigible gamblers. 
Their appetites are excellent, but perhaps I 
had better not say much on that subject. I 
never had such an appetite since I was 
born. 

* Every sg I stay here makes me more 
and more in love with the whole scheme. I 
am quite sure you will have to come to 
Sinaloa if you see me within the next few 
days. Everything goes on nicely in camp. 
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day and every hour of the time.”

HE TERM CAYARRH IS AP- 

plied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils 

and adjacent parts, which preyails toan alarm- 

ing extent and is productive of very. serious 
consequences, 

The most prominent and charaeteristic fea- 
ture isa morbid discharge from the head, va- 
rying in its nature at different times. 

In some there is an almost constant flow of 
clear, acrid tiuid, but oftener an offensive, 
purulent or muco-purulent, @reenish-yellow 
matter is secreted, which accumulates in the 
nostrils or drops inte the throat, necessitat- 
ing its frequent removal by blowing the nose 
or expectoration, and often by both processes. 
Sometimes patients feel as though their whole 
head was in a state of rottenness, 80 great is 
the amount of matter discharged and so fetid 
is its odor. The patient is greatly annoyed by
